— Part Three — 


Chapter 8 
Hairspring Equilibrium. Terminal 
Curves 


In Chapter 6 we saw how the 
balance wheel assembly is poised. 
The hairspring, however, is a very 
different story since its shape 
changes with motion. In a hair- 
spring at rest, the center of gravity 
is very close to the center. But the 
hairspring expands and contracts 
as the balance wheel moves through 
its oscillations. An ordinary flat 
hairspring expands away from the 
stud and contracts toward the stud, 
so that its center of gravity 
changes its position accordingly. 
(See Fig. 37). 


In order to alleviate this condi- 
tion and cause the hairspring to ex- 
pand evenly about its center, or to 
“breathe evenly,” as watchmakers 
are wont to say, the outer coils are 
raised above the others and given a 
shape called the terminal curve or 


overcoil. (See Fig. 38). The shapes 
of these curves were first expressed 
mathematically by Phillips, and are

sometimes called Phillips curves. A 
hairspring having such an outer coil 
is called a Breguet hairspring or 
overcoiled hairspring. 

‘There is an infinite number of 
such curves, all of which would 
cause the hairspring’s center of 
gravity to remain at the center. 
Practically, however, watchmakers 
are limited by conditions existing in 
the watch. The overcoil must pass 
between the regulator pins, so that 
the outer portion at least has a 
definite position with respect to the 
staff. Since it must be possible to 
move the regulator without dis- 
turbing the shape of the hairspring 
the outer portion of the overcoil 
must be concentric with the staff 
and at the correct distance away 
from it as determined by the loca- 
tion of the regulator pins. 

The overcoil shapes usually em- 
ployed have been more or less 
standardized and assigned numbers 
corresponding to the distance of the 
regulator sweep expressed as per- 
centages of the distance from the 
center of the staff to the outside 
radius of the hairspring. 

To find the number of the curve 
required for a particular watch, it 
is only necessary to measure the 
distances a and R, and apply the 
following simple formula: 

N=—100 x a/R 
Example: Given a hairspring 
whose outside radius (not diame- 
ter) is 5 mm., a watch whose regu- 
lator pins are 3.0 mm. away from 
the center of the staff, find the 
number of the overcoil required. 

Solution: 

3.0 300 


N=100 60 
5.0 5 
The overcoil required is number 60. 
Of course, if we know any two 
of the factors in the above formu- 
ja, we may find the third. For in- 
stance, if we know the number of 
the curve desired, and the outside 
radius of the hairspring, it is easy

to find the distance of the regu- 

lator pins away from the staff. 
Example: Given an outside radius 
of the hairpring of 5 mm., and a 
curve number 60 on the overcoil, 
find the proper location of the pins.

The regulator pins must be locat- 
ed 3.0 mm. away from the center. 


The eight curves shown in Fig- 
ure 39 are typical of the type in 
common use, and may be used as 


—3.0 mm. 
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references when designing over- 
coils. However it should be re- 
membered that the portion of the 
last coil necessary for making the 
overcoil must be accurately known. 
We shall call this portion of the 
hairspring the ANGLE OF DE- 
VELOPMENT OF THE CURVE. 


Let ABC (Fig. 40) be an overcoil 
curve starting at A and ending at 
C between the regulator pins. In 
order to make this overcoil, it is 
necessary to determine the length 
ADE of the outer coil which will 
be the length ABC of the finished 
overcoil. Having determined point 
E by vibrating the hairspring (see 
Chapter 3) we now have to find 
point A by laying out angle ADE, 
which is the angle of development 
of the curve. In this particular in- 
stance, the angle is 205 degrees. 
The total angle taken up by the 
overcoil in this case is 270 degrees 
(angle AOG). This means that the 
vibrating point (A) must be 
moved through 270 minus 205 de- 
grees or 65 degrees, in order to 
form the overcoil. 

The following table gives these 
angles for the various curves shown 
in Figure 39:

shape the overcoil. Fig. 41 shows 
the three most common meth- 
ods for raising the overcoil 
and point <A. ‘Special overcoil- 
ing tweezers are usually employed 
for this work, and care must be 
taken not to kink the spring sharp- 
ly at any point. The overcoil is 
given the proper shape by reference 
to a scale drawing, or by actual 
comparison with a drawing of the 
same size. The latter is used when 
many hairsprings are to be given 
identical overcoils. Sometimes the 
overcoil is drawn on the plastic 
backing of a truing arbor, or on a 
transparent holder made for the 


purpose. 
Chapter 9 
Location of Inner Pinning Point 


As stated previously, a flat hair- 
spring has a constantly moving cen- 
ter of gravity with a consequent ef- 
fect on rate. This effect is even 
more complex than that caused by 
an out-of-poise balance wheel, since 
it depends both on the position of 
the watch and on the position of the 
inner pinning point. An overcoiled 
hairspring, provided the overcoil is 
properly designed, will be in equi- 
librium, so that the effect of the 
position of the inner pinning point 
is negligible. But many watches 
today, especially wrist watches, 
have flat hairsprings, and a study 
of the inner pinning point is of ever 
increasing importance. The follow- 
ing tabulation shows the effects of 
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the location of the inner pinning 
point which may be expected with 
left-hand and right-hand flat hair- 
springs.

Pocket watches are primarily 
rated in the pendant up position. 
Therefore the position of the inner 
hairspring terminal should be 
chosen so as to obtain a fast rate 
in the pendant up position and a 
negligible effect on the right and 
left positions. A glance at the above 
tables will show that a left-hand 
flat hairspring in a pocket watch 
should have its inner pinning point 
to the right, while a similar right- 
hand hairspring should be pinned 
to the left. 


Wrist watches are commonly 
rated in the pendant position since 
natural arm movements leave the 
watch mostly in this _ position. 
Therefore the position of the inner 
hairspring terminal should be 
chosen so as to obtain a fast rate 
in the pendant down position and 
a negligible effect on the right and 
left positions. Thus a flat hair- 
spring in a wrist watch should have 
its inner terminal to the left in the 
case of a left-hand spring and to 
the right in the case of a right- 
hand spring. 


Correct use of the above rules 
will have the additional effect of 
minimizing errors due to the es-

capement, since fast rules are ob- 
tained in the most commonly used 
positions. 

The following method for locat- 
ing the inner pinning point may be 
used to advantage. On a piece of 
paper, trace the two right-angled 
lines AB and CD (Fig. 42) inter- 
secting at point O. Place the watch 
movement of this paper with the 
pendant-center line parallel to CD 
and with the balance center at O. 
(Fig. 43). Then mark the line OG 
from the balance center through 
the regulator pins. The _ result 
should look somewhat like Fig. 44.

The movement being removed, place 
the hairspring on the paper with 
its center at O and the vibrating 
point, previously determined, on 
the line OG. If this is a pocket 
watch, and the hairspring left- 
handed, the inner pinning point 
must be to the right, or at point F 
in Fig. 45. The spring should then 
be cut a half turn toward the cen- 
ter from F so as to have enough 
length for insertion in the collet. 
In the case of a Breguet hair- 
spring, the angle traversed by the 
vibrating point must also be taken 
into account in finding the location 
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of the inner pinning point. This 
angle can be taken directly from 
the table in Chapter 8, for all hair- 
springs having overcoils identical 
to those shown in that chapter. 
This angle is added in the direction 
of spring development, to the angle 
formed by line OG by means of a 
protractor as shown in Fig. 46. The 
new line, OK, is used instead of 
OG and the process from this point 
is the same as for a flat hairspring.

It must be remembered, however, 
that in cutting the inner coil we 
are also shortening the hairspring, 
and therefore changing the vibrat- 
ing point. This point, E, will move 
from E to El as shown in Fig. 47, 
and it is this point which must be 
placed on the reference line OK or 
OG as the case may be. This 
means using a little trial and error 
before actually cutting the inner 
coil.

The question of the exact shape 
which the inner terminal should 
have is beyond the scope of this ele- 
mentary text. However, if the in- 
structions in Chapter 3 are fol- 
lowed closely, especially with re- 
spect to Figures 15, 16 and 17, re- 
sults will be sufficiently good for 
ordinary work on all watches ex- 
cept chronometers. (Toe Be Continued) 
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Institution of a National 
Watch Repair Week 
Is Planned by Industry Leaders 





INITIAL PROMOTION SEEKS UNIVERSAL 
COOPERATION TO ESTABLISH "WATCH 
REPAIR WEEK’ AS A PERMANENT AN- 
NUAL EVENT 


In an open letter to Orville R. Hagans, executive secretary of the 
United Horological Association of America, Tobias Stern, president of the 
Jacques Kreisler Manufacturing Corporation broached the idea of a “Na- 
tional Watch Repair Week.” 

This idea, which was originally incorporated in the U.H.A.A. by- 
laws as “National Watch Inspection Week” has long been a goal of the 
association, and Jacques Kreisler’s restatement of the idea and the re- 
search accompanying and substantiating the need for such a week was 

naturally accorded full support. 

The first “National Watch Repair Week” has tentatively been set for 
August 1949, and will be preceded by a national advertising campaign. 
As Mr. Stern states in his letter, support for the event is being sought 
from other national associations, the trade press, domestic manufactur- 
ers and the Jewelry Industry Council. 

The American Horologist & Jeweler also heartily recommends the 
idea of a “National Watch Repair Week” and urges its readers to co- 
operate to the fullest extent as plans for this annual observance are 


gradually evolved. 





Dear Mr. Hagans: 


We propose... 

To signalize the potential impor- 
tance of the Watch Repair Depart- 
ment as a jewelry store traffic 
magnet and therefore as a means 
of increasing the number of pros- 
pects for the sale of jewelry store 
merchandise, we propose: 

“National Watch Repair Week” 

This annual event, if promoted 
through your association, the two 
national retail jeweler organiza- 
tions and the Jewelry Industry 
Council, as well as through the trade 
publications, and supported in the 
national advertising of jewelry 
manufacturers, can become a major 
factor in leveling the great dip 
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which the retail jewelry sales curve 
reveals each summer. 

Consider these facts: 

1. Repairs already constitute the 
greatest single reason for consum- 
ers to enter a jewelry store. Elmo 
Roper’s survey indicated that 39% 
of those interviewed had gone into 
a jewelry store within the preceding 
twelve months just for repairs... 
revealing the greatest potential 
source of prospective customers a 
jeweler has. 

2. High living costs are making 
more people “repair-minded” than 
ever. New watches, for example, 
will not attract customers to a store

tific training you have incorporated 
in your daily merchandising activi- 
ties? I speak particularly of your 
watch repair business, gentlemen. 


The Jacques Kreisler organization 
has gone all out to help you pro- 
mote this important phase of your 
business. After months of prodig- 
ious research and planning it has 
come up with promotional material 
which will go a long way toward 
making your watch repair depart- 
ment a tremendous sales-getter. 


You all realize that good promo- 
tion is the keynote of traffic, and 
traffic is the main factor in extra 
profits in your store. The Jacques 
Kreisler survey was conducted along 
this line—to learn what kind of 
traffic and what months in the year 
were the most productive from a 
standpoint of volume in watch re- 
pairs. With this in mind and to

2. Industry-wide promotion of 
“National Watch Repair Week” will 
help draw the attention of the large 
reservoir of potential customers to — 
the importance of having their 
watches repaired in a jewelry store 
or a watch repair store. 

3. The event should be scheduled 
for a week late in August since 
summer’s heat, perspiration, ath- 
letic activities, etc., seems to create 
more need for watch repairs than 
do conditions in any other season. 
This is the time when the potential 
market is greatest . . . when most 
people can be interested. 

All of the skill and knowledge in 
our merchandising departments are 
available to help make this event an 
outstanding national success. We 
know that, with each and every or- 
ganization in our industry and the 
many jewelers working in unison, 
this event will be the producer of 
many extra profit dollars, and could 
become a permanent yearly event. 

The mechanics of this type of 
promotion would be carefully 
worked out to be attractive not only 
from a standpoint of store traffic 
for you but also as a real educa-

tional service to the public. I think 
that we owe businesses to instill in 
the consumer a sense of preventa- 
tive maintenance as far as his watch 
is concerned. The consumer should 
be taught to service his watch regu- 
larly, as he does his automobile or 
any other piece of precision machin- 
ery. Such service would prolong the 
life of his watch for many more 
serviceable years. 


An accurate timepiece is an es- 
sential factor in everyday life and 
must not be neglected. It is a vital 
factor in the split-second commun- 
ications industries such as air- 
planes, trains and radio where pre- 
cision timing is of paramount im- 
portance. 

Romance your repair work by 
bringing out the importance of 
correct timing and educate people to 
bring their watches for inspection to 
men that are recognized in the pro- 
fession, men that take pride in their 
work—THEIR JEWELER. 

In my enthusiasm over the great 
possibilities of this NATIONAL 
WATCH REPAIR WEEK, I have 
probably digressed a little from the 
main topic of “How to put more 
profit in a Watch Repair Depart- 
ment.” So while it may sound a lit- 
tle mercenary, due to the fact that 
watch bands are a major part of 
the Jacques Kreisler business, we do 
know that the watch band is that 
definite extra sale right at your 
finger tips.

for repair instead of waiting until 
he calls for it: for this reason— 
when the customer comes for the 
watch that has been repaired he 
generally has the exact amount of 
the repair cost in mind. When you 
try to add on the extra sale, he 
might be adverse to paying a larger 
bill. Also, when the band is sold 
first you can explain to the cus- 
tomer that when he calls for his 
watch he will find that the band 
will fit perfectly . . . that the com- 
plete job really completes the new 
look that has transformed the watch 
into a new modern timepiece. 

Many repair departments have 
had signal success in showing cus- 
tomers a case with the band at- 
tached thereby also laying the 
groundwork for a new case sale. 

Always bear in mind you are ren- 
dering the customers a service in 
helping them prolong the. life and 
enhance the appearance of his or her 
watch. 

In conclusion, I might add that it 
is organizations such as yours, with 
a definite ideal in mind, a sense of

Adjusting the Hairspring 

In taking a movement apart, the 
balance should be removed first. In 
order that the hairspring can be 
pinned in again at exactly the same 
place, the spring should be slightly 
bent, close to the stud hole, before 
removing the hairspring pin. The 
balance-wheel is then to be turned 
to free the outer coil of the hair- 
spring from the stud hole and the 
regulator pins; the movement held 
a short distance above the bench 
with the balance down; and the bal- 
ance arbor bearing, opposite the 
regulator, turned out sufficiently 
to allow the balance to fall away 
from the movement, which will ef- 
fectually prevent tangling of the 
hairspring. 

In replacing the balance, the hair- 
spring is to be carefully placed be- 
tween the regulator pins and 
through the stud hole; the impulse 
pin placed in the notch of the fork 
and on the line of centers; the bal- 
ance in the notch of the fork and 
on the line of centers; the balance 
arbor bearing turned in to adjust 
the arbor for end-shake; and, final- 
ly, the hairspring pinned in its stud, 
seeing that the spring remains flat 
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and parallel to the balance-wheel, 
and that the collet is in alignment 
with the stud hole or the same dis- 
tance from the plate as the stud 
hole, when pinning the spring in 
the stud. 


Test the escapement, with little 
or no power on the escape-wheel, to 
see that the impulse pin and the 
fork assume the impulse or beat 
position, as shown in Fig. 3. If not, 
remove the hairspring pin and shift 
the position of the spring in the 
stud and replace the pin, until the 
balance assumes beat position. 


The collet may be shifted on the 
balance arbor by holding its edge 
between the jaws of a pair of small, 
smooth-jawed pliers while the bal- 
ance-wheel is turned, or by placing 
a thin-bladed screwdiver in the slot 
of the collet and turning the collet 
on the arbor. If, after placing the 
collet on the arbor and pinning in 
the spring in the stud, the coils of 
the spring are coned in either direc- 
tion, then the collet is not in align- 
ment with the stud hole and must 
be shifted in the proper direction 
on the arbor to get the spring flat 
or parallel with the balance-wheel, 
or the plate. If the collet is in 
alignment with the stud hole and 
the spring is not parallel with the 
balance, then the spring must be 
twisted slightly at the stud hole to 
make it parallel with the balance. 
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INSTRUCTION—Continued 


The latter condition may be caused 
by the collet not being flat with the 
spring, the correction of which will 
be explained in the following para- 
graphs. 

If the hairspring is to be removed 
from the balance-wheel, it is well to 
mark the position of the outer end 
of the spring with a small scratch 
or a dot on the edge of the balance- 
wheel, to facilitate replacing the 
spring on the arbor in its correct 
position, otherwise the spring will 
have to be pinned in at the stud at 
its marked position and the collet 
afterwards turned on the arbor un- 
til the balance assumes beat posi- 
tion. 


When putting on a new hair- 
spring, a spring is selected of such 
a diameter that the outer coil will 
lie between the regulator pins, with 
the second coil free of the inner pin, 
with the collet centered over the 
balance arbor bearing, as shown in 
Fig.’ 10, and then vibrating the 
spring on the balance-wheel to see 
whether it is of the correct 
strength. In some movements, the 
outer coil will have to be bent with 
a double bend, near the stud, before 
pinning it in the stud, in order to 
circle the coil between the regulator 
pins, so that the spring will stand 
mid-way between the pins, with no 
power on the escape-wheel, for the 








full swing of the regulator, as 
shown at a, b, and ec. 

To circle the spring, first place 
the regulator at the position shown 
at b. Bend the spring at the stud 
until it stands mid-way between the 
pins. Next, move the regulator pins 
to the position shown at a, and 
bend the spring between point b 
and a in the direction required to 
center the spring between the pins, 
then move the regulator pins to the 
position shown at c, and circle the 
spring between points a and c. The 
bending of the spring can be easily 
done by placing the points of a pair 
of tweezers over the spring with 
the flat innersides of the tweezers 
at an angle to the spring and clos- 
ing them, the angle of application 
of the tweezers depending upon 
which way the spring is to be bent 
or curved and how much. By ap- 
plying the tweezers to the spring 
in short stages and at the proper 
angles, the spring can be circled 
without making any flat places, or 
short bends. Check the adjustments 
of the spring just made by shifting 
the regulator pins to various posi- 
tions and observing the clearance 
of the spring between the pins, 
which should be the same in all po- 
sitions of the regulator. 

Having circled the spring be- 
tween the regulator pins, the col- 
let is to be checked to see that it 
stands directly over the center of 
the bearing, if not, the outer coil 
of the spring is to be pressed, with 
the points of the tweezers, at the 
point that will cause the collet to 
move to the proper position. The 
proper place to bend the spring 
will then be found to be a quarter 
of a turn around on the spring in 
the direction of its outer end, the 
bending of the spring being done by 
tweezing it in the same manner 
as in circling, being careful not to 
disturb the previously circled por- 
tion of the spring which must play 
between the regulator pins.

When a hairspring has become 
distorted, as shown in Fig. 11, it 
can easily be corrected by holding 
the spring rigid between the points 
of a pair of tweezers at point a, and 
applying pressure to the spring at 
b, with the points of another pair 
of tweezers, or a needle or other 
suitable instrument, and pressing 
in the direction of the dotted line 
with arrow-head, until the spaces 
between the coils of the spring are 
equal on opposite sides. 

In determining where to hold the 
spring so that it can be bent, as at 
a, first determine where the coils 
are touching, as at b, and then de- 
termine the widest point of the 
space between the coils on the op- 
posite side of the spring. Draw an 
imaginary line, as shown by the 
arrow, through these points, then 
draw another imaginary line at 
right angles to the first, as shown, 
and the point to hold the spring will 
be the point designated by a, which 
is a quarter of a turn around the 
ome in the direction of its outer 
end. 

Should two of the inner coils 
touch, as shown in Fig. 12, use the 
same procedure as just outlined to 
correct the spring, which procedure 
is called truing the spring in the 
round.

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true in the flat. The most common 
fault is that a portion of the outer 
coil lies either above or below the 
plane of the others, as shown in 
Fig. 13. The coil may be corrected 
by holding the spring level with the 
eyes, to determine just where the 
outer coil starts to bend up, or 
down, and then holding the spring 
rigidly at this place, with one pair 
of tweezers, while another pair of 
tweezers are placed over the coil, 
close to the first pair, with the 
points at an angle to the spring, and 
tweezing the coil until it is back in 
alignment with the others. 

Should some of the inner coils of 
a hairspring be out of alignment 
with the outer ones, the spring can 
be corrected in the manner just de- 
scribed, or in the manner shown in 
Fig. 14. In the latter method, the 
spring is to be held at the exact 
point of departure from flat, as 
shown at a, while the opposite side 
of the spring is grasped with the 
tweezers, as at b, and pulled to the 
position shown at c, until the inner 
coils are in alignment with the out- 
er ones. 

If a hairspring is found to be true 
in the flat and in the round, but in 
which the collet is not truly center- 
ed with the coils of the spring, the 
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collet should be centered by bending 
the inner coil where it leaves the 
collet until the collet is centered in 
thé spring, this adjustment being a 
part of truing the spring in the 
round. If the collet is not flat with 
the coils of the spring, place the col- 
let on the balance arbor, or on a 
broach, and bend the inner coil 
where it leaves the collet until the 
coils are flat with the collet, this 
being a part of the procedure of 
truing the spring in the flat. 

It is difficult to explain simply, 
the adjusting and truing of a hair- 
spring, and the student must spend 
many hours in practice before he 
will be able to true and adjust a 
spring even passably well. One 
should always try to true up a 
spring by tweezing, or pulling, the

coils back into shape, and avoid 
twisting motions of the tweezers 
that may leave tool marks on the 
spring, or make short bends which 
are difficult to remove, and which 
may change the flexibility of the 
spring. 

In truing small, close - coiled 
springs, it is a convenience to work 
on a piece of plate glass, or on a 
flat watch crystal, placed over a 
piece of white paper, as this will 
reflect light from underneath the 
spring and make it easier to deter- 
mine the adjustments required. 


Balance-wheels with hairsprings 
ready vibrated can be obtained, 
from a material house or from the 
manufacturer, for most clocks, and 
the repairer has only to adjust the 
hairspring collet on the balance ar- 
bor and regulate the movement by 
changing the pinning point of the 
hairspring at the stud.

TFB: We have been having trou- 
ble with several ladies’ small 
watches running dry within six 
months after cleaning. Does per- 
fume have an effect on oil; and do 
you have a list of perfumes that 
affect the watch oil? 


Answer: It is definitely known that 
fumes from perfume will dry up 
the oil in a watch, especially where 
the cases are not perfectly tight. 
As the air within the case ex- 


pands and contracts with the 
changes in temperature, air is 
drawn in with perfume fumes. 


However, the writer does not know 
of any particular perfume which 
does not affect watch oil, as all per- 
fumes contain an alcohol base. 


ELS: What roller jewel acts better, 
a wide roller jewel or a narrow 
roller jewel? 


Answer: For practical purposes, 
either the wide or narrow roller 
jewel will perform. Theoretically, 
a roller jewel should be wide enough 
so the escapement is unlocked when 
the exit of the roller jewel reaches 
the center line. This eliminates the 
engaging friction as the jewel un- 
locks the escapement. In other 
words, the jewel enters the fork 
slot at its deepest intersection. As 
the lever then gives impulse, there 
will be a slight engaging action un- 
til that corner of the roller jewel 
reaches the center line when a dis- 
engaging action takes place. 
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JWM: A friend tells me of an ex- 
perience and would like to know 
how to handle the case. The story 
is that one day his friend was tak- 
ing a watch apart to estimate cost 
of repairs while the customer was 
standing at the counter. Unfortu- 
nately, he dropped the balance 
wheel and hairspring and the bal- 
ance wheel rolled out in front of 
the customer. The customer saw 
the balance wheel coming his way 
and stomped his foot on the wheel 
and said, “I have it.” The question 
is, who pays for the damaged bal- 
ance wheel? 


Answer: As long as the watch was 
in the watchmaker’s care and 
charge, we might say it was care- 
lessness on his part to drop the 
wheel. The customer, who thought 
he was helping the watchmaker, 
unfortunately did not realize that 
a delicate part of the watch was 
rolling along the floor, and was 
only trying to be helpful; so it 
seems that the watchmaker should 
be responsible and replace the parts 
without charge. 


RWW: I have a clock with a short 
pendulum. I want to use this 
movement in a long case and fit a 
long pendulum to it. How may this 
be done? 

Answer: Your first step is to select 
the length of the pendulum you 
want and then count the vibrations 
it makes per hour. Then multiply 
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the teeth in center, third and fourth 
_ wheel and divide by the number of 
leaves in the pinions. This will give 
you the revolutions that the es- 
cape pinion makes. By dividing 
the number of revolutions by the 
number of vibrations, divided by 
two again, you will get the number 
of teeth necessary in the escape 
wheel, when, naturally, a pallet will 
have to be made to fit the new 
wheels. 


BW: I have a small Swiss watch 
for which I ordered a new escape 
wheel and pinion. After putting 
the watch in order, it takes good 
motion and shows good rates on the 
timing machine, but when I hang 
the watch up or it is being carried, 
it loses a great deal of time. The 
cannon and all other pinions are 
tight and there is no slippage. 
Where may I find my trouble? 


Answer: Since you say the watch 
loses a great deal of time, it is very 
likely that the new escape wheel 
and pinion you put in the watch 
has 7 leaves, whereas the original 
escape pinion had 6 leaves. Count 
the number of teeth in the 4th 
wheel and divide by 10, and the 
answer will be the correct number 
of leaves for the escape pinion. 


RWT: I have a micrometer cali- 
brated to read in thousandths of 
an inch. How can it be used to read 
in millimeters? 


Answer: The micrometer itself can- 
not be converted to read in milli- 
meters, as the lead screw on the 
English micrometer has a different 
pitch than the lead screw on the 
metric micrometer. However, you 
may take the reading on the Eng- 
lish micrometer and mutiply by 
25.4, and this will transpose inches 
to millimeters. 
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DC: A watchmaker in our shop in- 
sists that different size balance 
pivots do not interfere when ad- 
justing a watch to position. Is this 
so? 


Answer: Undoubtedly the watch- 
maker in question is not accus- 
tomed to rating a watch to close 
seconds. He probably considers a 
watch to be adjusted to positions if 
it comes within 30 seconds. No 
watch can be rated close unless the 
balance pivots are of the same di- 
ameter and have the same shaped 
ends. 


WHS: In the June issue a question 
was asked why the unbreakable 
crystals in waterproof watches de- 
veloped tiny cracks. At that time 
no decided answer was given. The 
following answer to the question 
has been submitted by Mr. R. C. 
Lloyd: 


“IT believe this is due to the fact 
that waterproof cases, being water- 
tight, are also airtight and there- 
fore the air pressure inside remains 
constant and as the air pressure 
outside changes, the crystal is 
forced to either bulge out or suck 
in. This constant flexing and un- 
flexing sets in a fatigue in the ma- 
terial, causing the cracks. Just an- 
other one of the many disadvan- 
tages of a _ so-called waterproof 
watch.”

OTHERWISE 


Since we weren’t able to congratulate 
the new President on his election because 
of our inability to attend the Convention, 
the next best thing was a phone call to 
Cleveland. After the formalities he men- 
tioned this column and we asked about 
mentioning that the National now has a 
Clockmaker for president. In his typical 
jovial fashion Fred said “If it’s your 
night to howl, go to it”. Well, when it 
comes to clockmakers and clockmaking 
it’s always my time to howl—‘“fur ’em,” 
of course. 

Come on clock men—rally ’round, let’s 
show that we truly appreciate having one 
of our craft chosen to head the organiza- 
tion. 

1st: Begin planning right now, to at- 
tend the 1949 U. H. A. A. convention. 

2nd: Make it a point to put forth 
every effort toward interesting clock 
manufacturers in the 1949 meeting. 


Incidentally, have you ever known of 
any manufacturer (clock, that is) even 
recognizing our annual meeting? Other 
manufacturers find it to their interest to 
be on hand, meet the fellows, display their 
latest, and possibly a factory mechanic 
on hand to answer a few questions. I’m 
speaking now of American industry in 
general and I see no valid reason why 
the Horological field should differ so 
widely from the rest. Before I howl too 
loud I’d best make it clear that I am 
aware that we clockmakers are in the 
minority. Further, we will always be in 
the minority, for there are more watches 
in use than clocks and the darned things 
have to be “swept out and grezed” much 
oftener. You do a fine old grandfather 
clock and barring a move of residence of 
the owner you are lucky if you see it 
again in ten years. Let your watchmaker 
friend in the next block do one of these 
little wrist tickers and he is lucky if he 
doesn’t see it in ten months. We know 
that we are in a minority group, we know 
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why and are quite willing to remain there 
but we are also an integral part of the 
Horological repair industry and want to 
carry our fair share of the load and share 
in our fair portion of the benefits that 
accrue to the repair industry. During the 
show up at Philadelphia (just closed), a 
fellow asked us: “How about this States’ 
Rights ...?” We replied, “Haven’t time 
to open up a second front now, we are 
fighting for Clockmakers’ rights.” 


A few years ago, we witnessed an inci- 
dent which pretty nearly describes the con- 
dition which too often creeps into the 
clock repair industry. A high executive 
of a large and well-established store had 
called into his office the clockmaker—the 
circumstances motivating this call “upon 
the carpet” were trivial and are not 
material to this story. After what this 
executive must have considered a first- 
class dressing down he ended his tirade 
with the statement that for 35 years he 
had managed the oldest and biggest store 
in that section, one serving the elite 
clientele—naturally with the top repair 
work and he could prove by the books 
that the store had lost money on the clock 
repair department, consistently, every *one 
of those 35 years. After quite a pause, 
marked by dead silence, he demanded some 
answer, and this is what he got: Said 
the clockmaker, “Well, you’ve certainly 
changed your story, for if I remember 
correctly just about two weeks ago there 
appeared in one of our dailies quite a 
write-up and a photo a foot high, about 
a speech you made at one of the Commer- 
cial Club luncheons. You were being hon- 
ored as one of the successful business 
tycoons of the city. Now, you admit that 
you are not quite so successful when you 
say you’ve maintained a department which 
is a consistent loser. Let me tell you just 
one thing. I’ve paid for my home, my car, 
live a decent life in a good neighborhood, 
sent one child thru college and expect to 
send another soon. I’ve made it all from 
the repair bench and I’m not bragging 
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about it.” Period. And that’s just where 
it ended. How many times have you heard 
that clock repair wasn’t profitable? Well, 
we are trying to bring it up to the high 
plane upon which the old masters put it. 

There is no reason for any one—store 
manager or small shop owner—boasting 
that the repair department, watch or clock, 
loses money. Let’s support the National 
organization—in other words, let’s co- 
operate, which brings me back to the 
original starting point—COOPERATION. 

Each time you have occasion to write 
your favorite clock factory mention the 
1949 U.H.A.A. Convention. When the 
salesman calls, talk it over with him. Drop 
a line to Mr. David Laine, Secretary, 
American Clock Manufacturing Associa- 
tion, 366 Madison Ave., New York, N. Y., 
urging him to lay it before his organiza- 
tion. How better can they further their 
products and the marketing thereof than 
to take part in this 1949 meeting. CO-

Dear Mr. Swiatek: 

It isn’t quite clear just what you wish 
in gummed paper dials. If it is a gen- 
eral assortment of sizes, etc., I suggest 
that you write to Mr. Orville Fuller, 
c/o E. & J. Swigart Co., 22-34 West 6th 
St., Cincinnati 2, Ohio. I believe they 
manufacture them. 

If you have need for a considerable 
quantity of only one size and style it 
might pay you to have a local printer 
make them for you. A few years back 
we had need for a paper calendar dial 
for the Fashion calendar clock and on 
being unable to locate such had a zinc- 
etching made from a photo, and then the 
dials printed. If the quantity is large 
enough the unit price won’t be too high. 


Practically the same applies to 
glasses. If it’s an assortment you might 
mention it to Mr. Fuller; if somethi 
specific in a large enough quantity to 
warrant dealing with a _ wholesaler, 
write to M. J. Lampert & Sons, Inc, 
Maiden Lane, New York 7, N. Y. 

Your suspension spring should be an- 
chored very firmly at its top or pinning 
end. The regulator should fit loose 
enough to permit easy sliding up and 
down, but not loose enough to allow any 
flop or side swing.

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which it slides as the locking lever is 
raised and lowered. The cam behind the 
snail presents its high side to the lower 
end of adjusting lever 2 when the hands 
of your clock point to the half-hour. 
When striking the half (odd bells) the 
locking lever drops to its low position and 
the lower end of the adjusting lever 2 
will strike the high side of the cam, thus 
crowding it over against the point of 
the adjusting stop lever 3, which brings 
the left hand end of this lever into the 
path of the hammer tail, No. 4, holding 
up the hammer and thereby preventing 
it from touching the gong on that last 
stroke.

Dear Mr. Brown: 


Thank you for your good letter. I 
would like to precede my reply with a re- 
quest for a rain check in case the first try 
is insufficient. 

It is quite plain to me you wish to 
gauge mainsprings with a standard inch 
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micrometer, but you do not state whether 
they are watch or clock mainsprings. You 
sign yourself as a clockmaker but by use 
of the terms Geneva and Lever one would 
infer that you have reference to watch 
springs. , 

As I understand it, Geneva was applied 
to watches of the old English fusee lever 
type, and Geneva or Lepine is applied to 
all watches with going barrels regardless 
of their type of escapement. The funda- 
mental difference being that the fusee 
type requires to be very strong and gives 
but a few turns, while the going barrel is 
much weaker and much longer. 

Practically all American clock springs 
are calibrated already in inches and need 
no conversion. The system generally used 
for gauging watch springs is called Den- 
nison for its inventor, Aaron L. Dennison 
(1812-1895) in 1840. Many of the Swiss 
watch springs sold here are placed in in- 
dividual envelopes with both Dennison and 
Metric markings printed thereon. 

Frankly I’m not familiar with the 
Martin mainspring gauge you mention. 
Is this strictly a British gauge? I wish 
that you would write again in detail and 
be sure to state whether or not you spe- 
cifically refer to watch or clock main- 
springs. Meanwhile we are mailing you 
a copy of the Waltham Handbook. On 
page 18 you will find tables converting 
the Dennison to Metric. Also a copy of 
the Gruen Horological Manual, with pages 
44, 45 and 46 giving the mainspring sizes 
in mm.

CROWN REDEEMER 
(Contest Article No. 322) 


Made entirely from brass wire, 
this gadget called a “crown redeem- 
er” is used to solder a threadworn 
crown to its stem. “A” is a 4-inch 
length of 1/8-inch stock, the tip 
heated and rolled flat to 1/16-inch 
thickness, and bored with a series 
of eight graduated holes to accom- 
modate all sizes of pilots from all 
sizes of stems. 


“B” is 5 mm. brass about 25 mm. 
long. “H” is hole bored about 1/4- 
inch down from top, big enough for 
“A” to slide back and forth freely. 
“C” is made from 2 mm. stock 
about 214-inches long, with tip 
heated cherry red and flattened the 
same as tip of “A”. Then a hole is 
bored through “B” so as to hold 
friction tight “C” into “B,” about 
14-inch from bottom of “B.” “D” is 
a brass screw made from the same 
stock as “B.” A hole is drilled and 
tapped at top of “B” until hole 
“H” is reached on “B” for “D.” 
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The hole “H” is filed somewhat 
egg shape to give a wider range of 
radius for “A” while placing the 


stem and crown in position for 
soldering. With the screw “D” 
fastened tightly against “A,” the 
whole assembly becomes a rigid fig- 
ure ready for a soldering job. For a 
firmer grip, head of screw “D” is 
file-marked by rolling between two 
medium files. “E” in the illustra- 
tion is a stem in place ready for 
soldering. 


COLORED RADIUM PAINT 
(Contest Article No. 323) 


Obtain a tiny perfume bottle and 
drill a hole through the bakelite top 
through which a piece of pegwood 
is placed. Put radium powder into 
bottle, add a few drops of liquid glue 
and a few drops of water, and mix 
up. Radium paint is now ready for 
use. 

Procedure: Place two wooden 
matches onto a tin lid, stir up 
radium and one stroke of pegwood 
from underside of hand will fill 
same. Then place hand in between 
wooden matches (to support the 
hand), pass lid over spirit flame 
until water evaporates and job is 
done.

REPLACING A WORN STEM BEARING 
(Contest Article No. 324) 


The orthodox practice in the case 
of worn plates in the stem bearing 
of an old bracelet watch is to make 
a new stem with an oversize hub. In 
many cases the plate is so badly 
worn that this method is imprac- 
, tical, as in a short time the stem 
pulls out again, usually due to de- 
fects in the construction of the 
watch. The only sure remedy is to 
make a new bearing and set it into 
place. 

A simple way of doing this is to 
file out the worn part of the plate 
to make it square, drill a small hole 
in the center of this square from 
the inside to the outside of the plate, 
then screw a flat-head click screw 
from a small Swiss bracelet watch 
into the hole. When tightening up 
the screw, make the slot parallel 
with the stem and use the slot as a 
guide for filing out a new bearing. 
This steel bearing actually makes 
the winding stronger than when it 
was new. 
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ROUGH DEPTH GAUGE 
(Contest Article No. 325)

This is a simple little tool which 
can be used to find heights for roll- 
ers and balances, and other uses. 

The pivot of “A” fits in bottom 
hole jewel with cap jewel left on. 
Roller table sticks to end of “B” 
with small film of beeswax and by 
sliding “B”, roller can be adjusted 
and distance from end of pivot to 
face of “B” easily measured. 


By getting overall length of staff 
the regular way, then measuring for 
roller and balance with this tool, a 
quite accurate measurement can be 
quickly made. 

“A” is 4.5 mm. length pivot wire, 
12’ mm. diameter, .1 mm. pivot 
length: to fit hole jewel, .14 mm. 
roller shank to fit small roller 
loosely. “B” is .85 length brass, .38 
diameter, hole drilled in “B” for “A” 
to slide through. “C” is 1.4 length, 
.3 wide mainspring with notched end 
to saddle “A.” “B” slides on pivot 
wire “A,” with “C” soldered on “B” 
and spring tension “C” on “A” 
keeps it from sliding too easily.

Residual Stress As Probable Cause 
Of Unbreakable Crystal Cracks 


EDITOR: 


Replying to E. E. W.’s question regard- 
ing the causes of small cracks in unbreak- 
able crystals as published in the Informa- 
tion Please column, A. H. & J. June issue, 
I should like to give my opinion. 

The cracks are probably caused by 
residual stress in the plastic. Part of 
this stress is introduced in the original 
forming or molding of the crystal and 
more is introduced at the time the crystal 
is snapped into the base or bezel. The 
material is pre-stressed and a slight 
scratch could cause this pre-stressing to 
concentrate at a local area, thus causing 
failure of the plastic. Exposing the crys- 
tal to the vapors of certain solvents may 
soften the surface sufficiently to impair 
the strength and allow the residual stress 
to cause a localized failure. 

This same phenomenon is often ob- 
served in plastic windows and enclosures 
used in military aircraft. In many cases 
a failure in the form of a crack or severe 
crazing will occur in the region of a hole 
drilled through the plastic after forming 
and installation. Repairs are sometimes 
possible by carefully heating the surface, 
allowing the softened material to flow 
together, thus sealing the cracks.

EDITOR: 


E.E.W. asks in Mr. Samelius’ column 
“Information Please” in the June issue 
of the American Horologist & Jeweler 
why waterproof crystals break up into 
small cracks. 

Though I cannot say for sure I have a 
theory which I shall endeavor to prove 
and which might prove of interest to 
readers. 

A waterproof crystal is actually 
slightly larger than the bezel into which 
it is fitted. The crystal is inserted in 
the bezel by springing it with a special 
plier which reduces the circumference of 
the crystal while it is being inserted. The 
moment the crystal is sprung imper- 
ceptible fractures are caused. Pressure 
on the plier is released and the crystal 
tries to return to its original contour but

is prevented from doing so entirely by 
the bezel, The result is that the crysta] 
remains under constant strain causing 
the fractures to slowly grow. Bumps, 
knocks and temperature changes further 
the deterioriation. 

Crystals will last longer if the very 
smallest crystal, consistent with a snug 
fit, is used; and the least amount of 
pressure possible is applied with the 
plier. Also, it is essential to use an 
anvil in the plier most nearly approach- 
ing the contour of the crystal. 

As an experiment take a round un- 
breakable crystal a size or two too large, 
Using an anvil too small and excessive 
pressure insert the crystal in the bezel, 
Notice the circular fractures in the 
center of the crystal. By using extreme 
measures you have hastened the action 
which takes time when the crystal is 
properly inserted. 

Now dip the crystal and bezel in boil- 
ing water. The fractures can no longer 
be seen, but the crystal, if it has not al- 
ready done so in the water, will drop 
out of the. bezel with a slight knock. 
What you have succeeded in doing by 
dipping the crystal in boiling water is 
to mold it to the shape of the bezel. The 
crystal drops out readily because the out- 
ward strain no longer exists. The frac- 
tures disappear, not because the strain 
has been eliminated but because the heat 
of the water has fused the cracks. 


Fractures can be eliminated by dipping 
in boiling water, but the crystal is no 
longer waterproof. If the seal is to re- 
main waterproof there must be a strain 
if the crystal is fitted in a grooved bezel, 
and if there is a strain fractures will 
occur, -

More On Incabloc Roller Fitting 


EDITOR : 


In the April issue of your magazine 
there was a letter from a Mr. G. E. 
Mooney inquiring if there were any spe- 
cial stumps and punches for fitting 
incabloc rollers, on account of the under 
cut in the safety roller. 

I find that a good way to stake on these 
rollers is to use a hole in the die of the 
staking set large enough to let the pres 
sure come on the large roller instead of 
the small one. As a proper-fitting roller 
fits smoothly and needs very little to press 
it on, the large roller will stand it quite 
easily. 

I have been using this method for some 
years now and have yet to spoil a roller. 
The only precaution necessary is to he 
sure the hole is large enough to give the 
roller jewel plenty of clearance.

Old-Timer Rejects Timing Machines

Owned one myself once and sold it for 
$200 loss. Charged it up to experience. I 
am 83 years old, served five years ap- 
prenticeship under a very excellent 
master watchmaker, 1882 to 1887, then 
he told me to get a job as an assistant 
for a couple of years before going on 
my own. I followed his advice. Later I 
was head man for Hienrich & Co., 
chronometer makers, Marine, for 14 years. 
Knew Mortiz Grossman well, a master 
watchmaker of Le Locle. 


So you see I am amused when our 
poor boys go to school a few months and 
the school issues them a beautiful certifi- 
cate as a finished watchmaker, when in 
my opinion—from what I have seen of 
them—they are just ready to begin an 
apprenticeship. I made some money in 

oil business and came out here for 
my health and during the war (we had 
an air base here and watchmakers were 
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Sold through wholesalers only

searce), I repaired thousands of watches 
and instruments and have kept on as a 
hobby. I enjoy it. I commented to the 
American Horologist & Jeweler regard- 
ing a poor boy that was giving pin lever 
watches H He said he had to unpin 
the hairspring to get the balance loose 
as there was no screw holding the stud in 
(isn’t it pitiful?). I rememker when half 
the watches we repaired had friction 
studs. Well, I commented that I repaired 
pin lever watches and they published my 
comments and I was deluged with letters. 
I received pin lever watches from I guess 
every state west of the Mississippi. I 
carefully repaired them and_ returned 
them with the notation that if the watch 
didn’t run satisfactory they did not owe 
me a thing; if it did, send me $6.50. You 
would be surprised; inside of a month 
from sending them out every man (some 
23 I believe) sent me my $6.50. I believe 
I enjoyed that more than putting a mi- 
nute repeater split-second chronograph 
in order. I estimate that there is about 
one man out of every 25 working at the 
bench today who’s a good workman; the 
schools are partly to blame. 


Regarding tools, I have some seven to 
eight thousand dollars in tools and one- 
fourth are not worth the express to get 
them. Wouldn’t a graduate of one of 








our modern horological schools have a 
bright time cutting a pinion on an old 
Jacot lathe with a hand bow of whole 
bone. The editor’s note to Mr. Rotbart’s 
letter about it bringing comments from 
the Watchmaster, etc., is correct. They 
have something to sell but useless to a 
watchmaker. I have a room in my house 
(my shop); I use a late model Hammar- 
lund radio tuned on WWV 15 megs. in 
the summer and 10 megs. in the winter, 
and if one needs a better machine to 
regulate a watch I don’t know what it is, 
The clock beat misses a beat at the even 
minute and stops turning on the eve 5 
minutes for a minute. I have an English 
chronometer, old but good, also a Hamil- 
ton which I am not as sold on as the 
public is. It doesn’t make any difference 
to me whether it is an alarm clock or a 
$5,000 Jules Jurgensen split-second chro- 
no-minute repeater, I repair them all. 
I get some very expensive watches from 
Old Mexico. 

If you read this I thank you for your 
indulgence.

In reference to your charts on the in- 
terchangeability of material in the New- 
all System, recently appearing in the 
A. H. & J., I believe the following will fill 
some of the gaps appearing in Part II—

It should be borne in mind that many 
movements have used several different 
staffs which are not always interchange- 
able. An example being No. 527 staff for 
Series 6563%,—this staff has the dimen- 
sions 2.82x.80x.56x.42 and staff No. 521 
which has also been used in Series 65634 
which has the dimensions 2.80x.79x.50x.35. 
However, the current Newall catalog does 
not show No. 527 for Series 656%. An- 
other example is series 1201 which has 
used staffs 471, 503, and 220 all of which 
are somewhat different. A few days ago 
I repaired a Series 1201 which was fitted 
wtih a staff having a considerably smaller 
balance hub diameter than either 220,471, 
or 503 and which I could not identify by 
measurement reference to my dimension 
chart of Newall staffs. I have a meas- 
urement chart of Newall staffs which 
covers the range from No. 1 to No. 799 
with the following gaps: 711, 705, 703, 
and numbers 800 and above. If you can 
supply the dimensions for the missing 
numbers it would be appreciated. 

It is my belief that if a suitable clear- 
ing house could be set up among watch- 
makers and each contribute his data on 
interchangeability of parts that in a short 
time we could all benefit by avoiding un- 
necessary duplication of parts in stock 
and by savings in time spent looking for 
possible substitutions that we might have 


in stock.

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Dear Mr. Lehr: 

It is very encouraging to have others 
take an active part in our efforts to bring 
about a sensible standardization of ma- 
terials, so far this attempt has been a 
very “one-sided” affair and I have had 
to rely entirely upon my own efforts to 
bring about an accomplishment of record- 
ing the interchangeability of parts. 

The list published in American Horol- 
ogist & Jeweler took up some several 
months of spare time, and for the most 
part the list was not checked just as 
closely as it should have been. On the 
other hand such portions as I was able 
to check proved to be quite accurate. 

Your listing of missing items that I 
had been unable to locate will definitely 
fill in the gap and will be incorporated 
in the new list; you can be assured that 
I shall not hesitate to give you full credit 
for offering the “fill-in” list. 


Your idea of a central clearing house 
is not new, but it is conducive to further 
consideration and is right in line with 
my ideas and plans submitted to Mr. 
Hagans sometime ago and he, too, has 
indicated no small measure of interest in 
the idea. 

It is quite possible that with the 
necessary backing by card or letter to 
Mr. Hagans of the American Horologist 
& Jeweler we may yet bring about the 
formation of a central clearing house to 
be located within the Denver office of 
the American Horologist & Jeweler. At 
the same time we must keep in mind that 
that office is one busy place, I know be- 
cause I was associated with Mr. Hagans 
for quite some time in Denver and I don’t 
recall a time when he ever got more than 
5 hours rest out of the 24-hour day. He 
often mentioned to me that a day should 
have more than 24 hours in which he 
could get more done; frankly, that man 
is just about the busiest man I have ever 
been associated with—and it is not bluff. 

In reference to that part of your letter

One model number was left blank, and 
another should be blank. I do not see 
what sense there would be in publishing 
a list of mainsprings, since that is in 
the Newall catalog already. 

One list you should publish, and I am 
fortunate enough to have the one for the 
staffs up to No. 798, is the list of mea- 
surements for staffs and stems as pub- 
lished by Newall for the jobbing trade. 
I measured up all my stems and made 
my own list.

True, the mainsprings are in the New- 
all catalog; but then on the other hand 
is there a list published by Newall or 
any other that will indicate any more 
clearly and comprehensively just what 
different watches one mainspring will 
fit? So far I have not found any such 
listing and for that reason I have com- 
piled a list showing the Newall main- 
spring number, the metric dimensions, 
and the different watches that one main- 
spring will fit into. 

Many of our friends have been discuss- 
ing the possibility of a central clearing 
house for technical information. Why not 
register your approval of such a feature 
with Mr. Orville R. Hagans of the 
American Horologist & Jeweler and see 
what his reaction might be. Others who 
have written me on this subject seem to 
have a strong desire for such an item 
and I am sure that if a sufficient num- 
ber indicate an interest, Mr. Hagans will 
go along with them 100 per cent even tho 
we know very well that it will burden 
his staff somewhat. 

A clearing house of technical informa- 
tion would bring about a closer relation- 
ship among the craftsmen instead of hav- 
ing a minor group attempt to convince 
the world that they have a lot of “trade 
secrets,” which you know is nothing more 
than a possible short cut. As far as 
trade secrets are concerned I am not at 
all convinced that there is such a thing. 
In any event a central clearing house 
would make it possible for the shy in- 
dividual to air his ideas along with the 
rest of us. Perhaps we would profit 
greatly and again maybe that shy per- 
son would be encouraged to come out into 
the open with more of his valuable ideas.

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Trade Officials Refute Job Lack 
Possibility in Watch Repair Field 


Prominent journalists and school and 
association officials in the horological 
field are taking exception to a recent 
charge that job possibilities for new 
watchmakers are “one in a thousand.” 

The controversial subject was broached 
recently when Dr. Paul L. Cressman, 
director of the Pennsylvania State De- 
partment of Public Instruction, stated 
to the press that thousands of veterans 
who are getting free training under the 
GI Bill of Rights won’t have “a ghost of 
a chance” to get a job when they’re fin- 
ished. Watch repairing was one of the 
subjects declared by Dr. Cressman to be 
an overcrowded field. The category of 
occupational training included refrigera- 
tion, radio, aviation, automotive mechanics 
and commercial flying. 

In a decisive counter move, William 0. 
Smith, president of the Western Pennsyl- 
vania Horological Institute, summoned a 
parley of experts in the profession to 
prove the charges groundless. Invitations 
to the meeting were issued to the editors 
of the American Horologist & Jeweler, 
Jewelers’ Circular- Keystone, Southern 
Jeweler, Mid-Continent Jeweler, Jewelry, 
National Jeweler, Executive Jeweler, Pa- 
cific Goldsmith, Manufacturer & Jeweler 
and Tri-State Jeweler. A committee was 
appointed at the conference, headed by 
P. M. Fahrendorf, president of the Jew- 
elers’ Circular-Keystone, to use the trade 
press as a medium of educating craft 
members to the true facts of the situation. 

Immediate use of evidence to oppose 
the published allegations included pre- 
sentation of a watchmakers’ job oppor- 
tunities survey recently completed by 
N. A. H. S. President Tod New, and a 
declaration of watchmakers’ opportunities 
by the late Jewelers’ Circular-Keystone 
Editor Fred V. Cole. 

Tod New’s conclusions indicated a defi- 
nite lack of high-standard watch repair 
service due to a continuing shortage of 
skilled craftsmen, and that the retirement 
of over-age watchmakers constituted a 
volume movement barely offset by the 
number of new men entering the pro- 
fession. Fred Cole, in a recent letter pub- 
lished just before his untimely death, ex- 
pressed a similar opinion, asserting a 
continuing demand for new watchmakers 
for many years to come and that there 
was plenty of room for trained watch- 
makers in the business world. 

Additional evidence offered to the com- 
mittee was WPHI’s job placement record 
of 94.6 per cent for its graduating stu- 
dents during the past year.

In an effort to acquaint the leaders of 
the United Horological Association bet- 
ter with one another and with the aims, 
ideals and program of the association, a 
special dinner meeting was called Friday 
evening, June 18, for the members of the 
executive board, advisory board, all state 
trustees, secretaries and their representa- 
tives. 


Following the dinner, the meeting, with’ 


about thirty leaders of the Association 
present, was called to order by U.H.A.A. 
Executive Secretary Orville R. Hagans. 
He started the meeting by introducing 
every member present to the rest of the 
gathering. His introductory remarks in- 
cluded an outline of each man’s activity 
in the association. Following the intro- 
ductions, which were made with a great 
deal of humor and informality, the mem- 
bership got down to a discussion of the 
Association program. 


Membership and ways of increasing it 
was listed as the most vital problem fac- 
ing the organization at the present time. 
The executive board had already consid- 
ered a plan subject to the individual will 
of the states, to use a paid organizer to 
recruit members. The executive board ap- 
proved of the plan and a provision was 
made which would permit the state or- 
ganization to pay 50 per cent of the an-

Other factors in the U.H.A.A. educa- 
tional program were also discussed, such 
as the slide program, movies, library and 
news releases. The meeting concluded on 
a general discussion of these matters. 

It was felt and expressed by many of 
the members present that this was the 
most valuable and educational gathering 
they had witnessed in all their years of 
attending conventions. It was suggested 
that a similar meeting be arranged for 
future conventions.

Special Meeting of the National 
Association of Horo- 
logical Schools 


At the suggestion of William O. Smith, 
Past President of the National Associa- 
tion of Horological Schools, a_ special 
meeting was called for Saturday evening 
following the U.H.A.A. 15th Anniversary 
banquet. This meeting was called at 10:40 
p. m., June 19, 1948, in the Mt. Vernon 
room of the Lord Baltimore Hotel. Presi- 
dent-elect Tod New chaired the meeting 
and made the introductory remarks to 
approximately fifty-two watchmaking 
school educators in attendance. 

Secretary Hagans explained the reason 
for the meeting. Earlier in the year, he 
said, the head of the board of education 
in Pennsylvania had issued a release to 
the daily press and wire services to the 
effect that certain vocations were greatly 
over-crowded and that private schools 
were further complicating the situation by 
turning out graduates wholesale. The ma- 
jority of these graduates were veterans 
and their chance of employment in cer- 
tain fields, such as aviation, automotive 
mechanics, watchmaking and air condi- 
tioning among others, were said to be 
less than one in one-thousand. 


_This attack, which received wide pub- 
licity in Pennsylvania, reflected most 
strongly on the private schools offering 
education in these trades. Mr. Smith, 
he said, was concerned not only for the 
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Called for a special meeting during the Convention, all the school heads 
are shown in the group assembled here. 





harm that might be done his own institu- 
tion but the larger repercussions such an 
unfounded attack might have on the na- 
tional scale. Therefore, the meeting was 
called in order to hear from Mr. Smith 
exactly how this situation had arisen and 
possible means of combating it. He then 
introduced William O. Smith, ex-Presi- 
dent of the National Schools Association 
and newly elected member of the organ- 
ization’s Executive Board. 


Mr. Smith described how an official of 
the state department of Pennsylvania had 
come to his school, the Western Pennsyl- 
vania Horological Institute, and stated 
that he had heard the school was training 
too many watchmakers. Mr. Smith pointed 
to W.P.H.I.’s record of 94.6% placements 
and demanded the department’s source of 
information that the field was _ over- 
crowded. The department was unable to 
furnish the source of the information but 
in Mr. Smith’s opinion the source of this 
unfavorable publicity was easily recog- 
nizable. He explained the school’s posi- 
tion in a letter to the head of the State 
Board of Education and refused to dignify 
the controversy by a public statement in 
the newspapers. In his statement to the 
school group, he maintained that he 
thought it was the duty of every jeweler 
to give the horological school graduates 
an employment opportunity and chance to 
succeed. He felt that the schools graduat- 
ing the boys should stand back of them 
for at least the first two weeks of em- 
ployment. 

He also stated that he was making up 
portfolios describing the unfavorable pub-

licity arising in Pennsylvania, and includ- 
ing photostatic copies of newspaper clip- 
pings, correspondence and completing the 
file with all available facts and figures 
refuting the argument that the field is 
currently overcrowded. This material, he 
said, will be made available to all mem- 
bers of the National Association of Horo- 
logical Schools and he urged all non- 
members present to join. 

A. W. Parker, Washington representa- 
tive of the National Association of Pri- 
vate Schools, was present and informed 
the group that Congress the day of the 
meeting, June 19, had passed a bill em- 
powering the VA to judge whether a 
school is teaching vocational or avocation- 
al subjects. This bill, he said, is extreme- 
ly dangerous to the private schools as it 
makes the VA administrator final author- 
ity. Speaking generally, he said that 95% 
of any Association’s job is public rela- 
tions. He said that the most important 


job N.A.H.S. could do would be to com- 
pile statistics showing the true situation 
and bring these strongly to the attention 
of the public. State schools, he said, are 
objecting to the number of G. I.’s going 
into trade and technical schools. Under 
the original G. I. Bill, the VA cannot in- 
terfere with the desire of the individual 
veteran. 

The Rider Bill is an amendment to the 
original bill and under its provisions the 
VA would have power to judge a school 
curriculum avocational and thus direct 
the individual veteran where it desired. 


Forrest Peters of the Peters School of 
Horology, Washington, D. C., pledged his 
cooperation as did A. F. McGhee, Todd 
New and others. They requested that all 
members create and send as much ma- 
terial showing the true situation to the 
trade press, newspapers and magazines. 


“Only in this way,” Secretary Hagans 
concluded, “will it be possible for the 
watchmaking schools to defend themselves 
against the unfavorable publicity that has 
come to light in Pennsylvania, and is 
apparently ready to sweep the nation.”

SWISS OPPOSE UP-JEWELING 
WATCHES FOR U. S. MARKET 

Holding that 17 jewels are the opti- 
mum for the best timekeeping, the Cen- 
tral Committee of the Swiss Watch 
Manufacturers Federation has _ voted 
decisively against permitting the up- 
jeweling of Swiss watches imported into 
America. 

“We took this action to safeguard the 
reputation of the Swiss watch,” a Federa- 
tion spokesman said. 

“More than 250 years of Swiss exper- 
ience in fine watchmaking proves that 
more than 17 jewels in a watch movement 
are superfluous. The fact that every 
world record for accuracy is held by 17- 
jewel Swiss-made watches seems to prove 
conclusively that is the best number.” 

The spokesman pointed out that watch 
jewels are merely fine bearings and do 
not have any relationship to gems as’ 
some people mistakenly assume. 

“Even the seventeenth jewel in a watch 
carries a pivot which revolves only once 
per day, and further jewels add nothing 
to performance or longevity,” he said. 

“We want to see our watches delivered 
to the customer in the same fine condition 
as when they leave Switzerland, and up- 
jeweling is contrary to the customer’s best 
interests.”

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NEW BALANCE STAFF AND DOUBLE 


ROLLER FITTING BY ELGIN 

Changes made by the Elgin National 
Watch Company in the method of fitting 
the double roller to the balance staff 
in a watch movement have simplified this 
operation for the watchmaker according 
to D. W. Laverenz, Elgin’s Chief Watch 
Engineer. 

“Under this method, inaugurated several 
years ago, we have made hundreds of thou- 
sands of these new staffs and rollers and 
have experienced excellent results,” Lev- 
erenz said. 

He pointed out that the change in the 
method of fitting the roller to the balance 
staff was done for two reasons: 

(1) To make it easier for the watch- 
maker to remove and restake the roller to 
a new staff. 

(2) To improve the true of the roller 
on the staff. 

“With the old type staff and roller, 
the tapered hole in the roller had to fit 
the tapered staff. If one taper or the 
other was off by a fraction of a degree, the 
roller fit the staff at either the top or the 
bottom,” Leverenz said. 

“By this method it was difficult to con- 
trol the true of the roller. In many cases, 
the roller would fit too tightly and would 
bend the staff. Then again a roller would 
fit so tightly that a watchmaker would 
have trouble removing it,’ Leverenz 
stated. 

Explaining the new method of fitting, 
Leverenz said that the roller is friction 
fit only at the lower end. “By driving the 
roller up against the hub of the staff, 
it will run true with the staff,” he said. 

“On rare occasions if you find a roller 
that fits a staff with less friction than 
it should, close the hole slightly in the 
roller at the lower end in accord with good 
watchmaking practice.” 

Commenting on the new method, Lever- 
enz said, “Here at Elgin we are proud of 
this development, and after the watch- 
makers in the trade learn and understand 
it, we feel that they will agree that it is 
a definite improvement.”

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WHAT 1,015 RETAIL JEWELERS 
REPORT ON ‘1948 SILVER PARADE’ 


Increased store traffic, an increase in 
yew customers, more people looking over 
flatware patterns, and increases in sales 
of silverware are the major benefits re- 
ported by retail jewelry stores throughout 
the country as a result of their participa- 
tin in “The 1948 Silver Parade,” the in- 
dustry-wide promotion of silverware to the 
public coordinated through the Jewelry 
Industry Council. 


BREAK-DOWN OF RESULTS 

The statistical breakdown of these bene- 
fits, tabulated from questionnaires sent in 
by 1,015 retail jewelers in all parts of the 
country, Shows: 

341 jewelry stores (33.6%) reported in- 
creased store traffic. 

336 jewelry stores (33%) reported in- 
crease in new customers. 

696 jewelry stores (68.6%) reported 
more people looking over the 
jeweler’s flatware patterns. 

541 jewelry stores (53.3%) reported in- 
creases in sales. 


These reported results were only for 
the two weeks of the promotion. In ad- 
dition, probably as a logical result of the 
large’ percentage increase of people re- 
ported looking over flatware patterns dur- 
ing the Silver Parade, some jewelry stores 
mention favorable sales results following 
the two weeks of the promotion. 

These reported results, it should also be 
noted, represent the sales performance of 
only those retail jewelers who filled out 
and sent in their questionnaires. Exactly 
how many other retailers participated in 
this promotional drive is not known. How- 
ever, it is safe to estimate, .since 1,015 
filled out questionnaires, that a very large 
number of retail jewelers, throughout the 
country, took part in the promotion in 
some degree. 


SOME STATISTICS ON RETAIL SALES INCREASES 

Of the total of 541 retail jewelers re- 
porting sales increase, 400 gave estimates 
of sales increase in their questionnaire re- 
plies. These estimated percentage in- 
creases ranged from 1% to 300%. The 
average was 22.1%. The most numerous

motion and (2) that the weeks immedi. 
ately preceding the promotion, retajj 
sales volume had started to show a slight 
decline even though some products of the 
industry were still in short supply. Hoy. 
ever, according to these same authorities 
a quick correction took place during the 
weeks of The Silver Parade. The sale 
volume of silver for the nation, as a whole 
stopped declining and then climbed ahead 
of its former sales plateau. 
STATISTICS ON MEDIUMS USED 

All but 65 of the 1,015 retailers wh 
answered questionnaires gave definite jp- 
formation on the advertising mediums 
they used to promote the “1948 Silver 
Parade.” The tabulation of those answers 
give the following information: 
754 of the retailers used 
newspaper either alone or 
in various combinations 
with other mediums. Only 


7 retailers used newspapers 
alone. 





Newspaper: 


Radio: 286 retailers used radio 
alone or in combination with 
other mediums. Only two 
retailers used radio alone.

It should be pointed out that (1) pro- 
motion of standard place settings was the 
most widely used method, and (2) the 
Weekly Payment Club Plan was widely 
used. This plan, by the way, was not in- 
cluded in the Council’s Promotion Book. 
It was one which retailers evolved them- 
selves. 

STATISTICS ON THE RATE OF WEEKLY PAYMENT 
WHEN CLUB PLAN WAS USED 

The rate of $1. 00 a week was the most 
popular rate in the Club Plan. 140 re- 
tailers using the Club Plan had a one- 
dollar-a-week rate. The next popular rate 
was fifty cents a week. Forty-four of 
those who used the Club Plan had a fifty- 
cent-a-week rate. 

RETAIL NEWSPAPER ADVERTISING SAMPLED 

The Jewelry Industry Council collected 
and studied representative retail jewelry 
store newspaper advertisements appearing 
during the weeks of the 1948 Silver Pa- 
rade. Towns from 10,000 population up 
to large metropolitan cities were repre- 
sented in this collection. 

These representative newspaper adver- 
tisements indicate that the Council’s pro- 
motion suggestions contained in the Silver 
Parade “Idea Book” were widely used by 
retail jewelry stores of every classifica- 
tion. A review of the hundreds of differ- 
ent newspaper advertisements showed that 
jewelers were alert and singularly success- 
ful in adapting the Council’s basic ideas to 
their own individual store personalities. 
There was a wide range of different ad- 
vertising appeals. Virtually no two stores’ 
advertisements had the same appearance.
